WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 — 
President Eisenhower will get 
into the full swing of his cam- 
paign for re-election with a 
visit to the national plowing 
contest at Newton, Ia., Sept. 21, 
and a major speech on farm 
problems a week later. 

The President disclosed these 
plans at his news conference 
today. The White House an- 
nounced last night the kick-off 
meeting in Mr. Eisenhower's 
campaign would take place next 
Wednesday at the Chief Exeécu- 
tive’s-home in Gettysburg, Pa. 
Republican leaders from all the 
states have been asked to meet 
with the President and Mrs. 
Eisenhower and with Vice Pres- 
ident Richard M. Nixon and 
Mrs. Nixon at an open-air rally. 
More than 400 persons are ex- 
pected. 

Studio Address Planned. 


After conferring in a whisper 
with his press secretary, James 
C. Hagerty, at the news con- 
ference, the President said that 
he would make a short address, 
not before a great crowd, but a 
sort of studio address, about a 
week after the Gettysburg meet- 
. He did not mention ‘the 
subject matter. 

Mr. Eisenhower said of the 
address scheduled for Sept. 27 
that he was not sure of the 
point of origin. The talk will 
be broadcast nationally by tele- 
vision and radio. He said also 
his acceptance of an invitation 
to Newton was tentative and 
that he would not make a major

In the Stevenson-Eisenhower 
campaign in 1952 the two candi- 
dates spoke at the plowing con- 
test, held that year in Kasson, 
Minn., on the same day, Sept. 6. 
Mr. Eisenhower spoke first and 
then departed, his cavalcade 
making an elaborate detour on 
country roads to avoid meeting 
the arriving Democratic candi- 
date and his party. 

Undisturbed by Democrats. 


The President was asked 
whether he was disturbed by 
the political barnstorming activ- 
ities of the Democrats, and he 
replied he was not disturbed. 
On the contrary, he said he ap- 
plauded the efforts of the Dem- 
ocrats to go after every vote 
they could, and that the Presi- 
dent’s interest was in seeing 
that every potential voter reg- 
istered to become eligible to 
cast his ballot on election day, 

Of the Democrats, the Presi- 
dent said: Let them carry their 
message to every corner of the 
land. Before the race is run 
his group would do the same, 
he said. 

Mr. Eisenhower, wearing & 
pearl gray suit, a pale blue shirt 
and a dark blue tie, seemed in 
a jaunty mood as he replied 
to questions on topics covering 
his political plans, troubles over 
the racial integration of schools 
in the South and United States 
progress in the cold war.

—Adlai E. Stevenson subscribed 
today “with all my heart!’ to 
what he called the national will 
that the military draft be ended 
at the “earliest possible moment 
consistent with national safety.”

He worked on the speech into 
the early m hours—after 


a rousing welcome at Interna- 
tional airport where he. and 
Estes Kefauver declared the 
Democrats are united for the 
campaign ahead. 

It was here in California that 
Stevenson and Kefauver, now 
the Democratic ticket for 1956, 
fought one of the bitterest bat- 
tles of the presidential pri- 
maries. Stevenson won. 

His address today accused the 
Republican party of “a shock- 
ing abuse of the elementary 
political decencies” in handling 
the peace issue. 


‘Miserable Fraud.’ 


He said the charge that the 
Democrats had been respon- 
sible for the Korean war and 
the Republicans had stopped it 
was “as miserable a fraud as 
has ever been used by a politi- 
cal party to confuse and embit- 
ter a people who must govern 
themselves on facts not fiction.” 
In a plea for “honesty in 
our national debate about war 
and peace,” he said this debate 
would be poisoned if one party 
assumes it has a deeper love 
for peace than the other. 
Stevenson said that the Re- 
publican charge that under the 
Democrats prosperity depends 
on war, is infamous. The truth 
is, he said, that no depression 
followed World War II and that 
readjustment was accomplished 
painlessly under a Democratic 
Administration with “ever in- 
creasing prosperity.” 
efense expenditures have 
averaged 15 billion dollars more 
each year under President Eisen- 
hower than they did under Tru- 
man, Stevenson said. “If our 
prosperity has ever been de- 
pendent on spending for war— 
it is right now.” 
Peace Not Yet Won. 

Emphasizing that the ultimate 
peace is not yet won, he told 
the legionnaires there was not 
the péace we seek “while our 
sons and brothers are still being 
drafted for two years of military 
service, their schooling inter- 
rupted, their normal lives post- 


It is clear, he'said, that in this 
atomic age “we must re-think 
the problems of military strategy 
and military requirements.” 

Already, Stevenson said, the 
possibility can be anticipated 
hopefully but confidently, that 
in the foreseeable future the 
needed military forces can be 
maintained without the draft. 

“First,” he said, “I trust that 
both parties will reject resolute- 


re-election in this fall’s election.

Menzies, after the third ses- 
sion, held last night, said “‘both 
sides began the clarification and 
discussion of various points of 
difference.”

“We are still in the preliminary 
stages.”

Nasser spoke for “quite some 


time’ at last night’s meeting. 
Previously it was reported 
Menzies had done most of the 
talking. 


Nasser has said previously he 
would -agree to nothing more 
than an international guaran- 
tee of free navigation in the 
canal.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5 (UP) 
—President Eisenhower today 
unintentionally referred to the 
Library of Congress as “the 
Republican library.” 


He laughed heartily at his 
own mistake and commented 
with a grin that he doubtless 
would be accused of trying to 
drag the library into politics. 

It happened this way: 

A reporter at his news confer- 
ence noted that the President 
last week quoted from a speech 
by William McKinley. He asked 
where the President had run 
across the speech. 

Mr. Eisenhower said he had 
read an allusion to the speech 
in a book about the Republican 
party’s history. He said he 
then sent to the “Republican 
library” for a copy of the whole 
speech. He quickly corrected 
this to Library of Congress. 


GERMAN REDS ADMIT MANY 
U.S. WORKERS OWN AUTOS 


Party Tells Its Factory Hands 
They Can, Too—If They 
Work Hard. 

BERLIN, Sept. 5 (AP)—Neues 
Deutschland, the official East 
German Communist party news- 
paper, told its readers today 
that many American factory 
workers do own automobiles. 

And it added: “We can ac- 
complish the same thing if our 
work is tackled with equal en- 
thusiasm everywhere.” 

The question came up after 
some East German factory 
workers obtained a picture 
showing hundreds of cars in 
the parking lots of a United 
States factory. Most East Ger- 
man workers do not have cars 
and the picture made quite an 
impression.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 5— 
President Eisenhower said to- 
‘day the Federal Government 
should not now intervene in in- 
terracial disturbances over 
sehool integration because state 
governments have moved 
promptly to maintain order. 

Federal forces cannot be used 


to keep order, he told a press 
conference, until a state shows 
it cannot cope with a disturb- 
ance by exercising its own po- 
lice power. 

The President stated his posi- 
tion in reply to a series of ques- 
tions stemming from mob dis- 
turbances, mainly at Mansfield, 
Tex., and Clinton, Tenn., over 
admission of Negro students to 
previously all-white public 
schools in compliance with the 
United States Supreme Court’s 
1954 desegregation decision, 


Local Action Prompt. 


The subject came up when a 
reporter asked whether any- 
thing could be done “at the na- 
tional level” to help local com- 
munities meet the threat of 
violence to Negro children re- 
porting at integrated schools. 

Mr. Eisenhower said that in 
each case so far he thought lo- 
cal governments had moved 
promptly to prevent violence. 

Correspondents then told the 
President that Gov. Allan Shiv- 
ers had “sent Texas rangers to 
defy the federal order,” direct- 
ing them to transfer Negro 
pupils out of Mansfield High 
School. 

Mr, Eisenhower replied that a 
copy of a United States district 
court order had been requested, 
to see what it said. He added 
that he did not know just what 
Gov. Shivers had said and this 
was the first he had heard of it. 

Shivers had been quoted Fri- 
day as saying he had urged the 
Mansfield school board to “go 
ahead and transfer out of the 
district any scholastics, white 
or colored, whose attendance 
or attempts to attend Mansfield 
High School would reasonably 
be calculated to incite violence.” 
The Governor said also he had 
directed the arrest of “anyone, 
white or colored, whose actions 
are such as to represent a 
threat to the peace at Mans- 
field.” 

The President observed that 
he did not know whether these 
transfers were permanent or 
only until the situation could be 
brought under control.

Col. Waggoner said that he would again ask 
the State Legislature to enact a speed limit 
law. While speed undoubtedly is a factor in the 
highway slaughter it apparently was a secondary 
factor in the 22 deaths that put Missouri in fifth 
place in the nation. And the other four states— 
Texas, New York, California, Ohio—all have 
speed limits. 

With these facts to go on, it seems that Gov. 
Donnelly sized the situation up very well when 
he commented; “We must teach the people more 
respect for the law.”’ It is axiomatic that laws 
lose much of their effectiveness unless the 
police and the courts can make the people have 
a strong respect for their provisions. 

Why would it not be well, before passing 
more laws, simply to try a much more rigorous 
enforcement of the existing ones with swift and 
severe penalties for the violators who are con- 
victed in the courts?

But he need not trouble himself about the 
matter. It turns out that the learned professors 
based their conclusions on a survey of 266 fami- 
lies. There are quite a few more in town. So 
there may still be a sizable market for the lean. 
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Radioactive Wind From Siberia 
The most recent Russian nuclear explosion— 
the third in nine days to be disclosed by the 


- United States—can hardly have eased the flow 


of uncomfortable images that have been touched

The Soviet proving ground in 
southwest Siberia lies directly north of India, 
and that is much too close for comfort.

“I don’t have the time” is one of the most .- 


overworked excuses one can give oneself for 
failure to enrich life with the arts. How many 
of those who give that threadbare excuse can 
say without blushing that they are busier than 
the president of the biggest bank in the world, 
the nine-and-a-half- billion-dollar International 
Bank for Reconstruction and Development? Eu- 
gene R. Black, who fills that post, is finding 
time in an exceptionally busy life to pursue a 
full-fledged course in Shakespeare at Yale. 

This summer he is devoting his second year's 
vacation to that study. He returned to the United 
States from conferences with leaders of Iran, 
Saudi Arabia and Egypt, in time to enroll with 
49 other students for the course at New Haven. 
“IT do this on my spare time, of which,” he said 
with marvelous understatement, “I have very 
little.” 

Mr. Black also finds time to serve as interna- 
tional chairman of the American Shakespeare 
Festival and Academy, at Stratford, Conn. In 
his latter fifties, he is maturing a lifelong in- 
formal interest in the Bard. “Shakespeare had 
great knowledge of human nature, economics 
and politics,” says Mr. Black. “Often knowledge 
of these subjects comes in handy today.”’ As in- 
deed it does—for those who find the time. 
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Oldest Senator Off for Africa 


It is a trip such as might well wear out a 
junior Senator, but Theodore Francis Green of 
Rhode Island, who last June became the oldest 
man ever to serve in the United States Senate, 
is making it. If all goes according to his plans, 
the tidy Néw Englander and indestructible New 
Dealer will celebrate his eighty-ninth birthday 
on Oct. 2 at Leopoldville in the steaming Bel- 
gian Congo. That will be near the end of his 
12,000-mile, six-week inspection trip through 12 
African countries for the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee. 

He decided to make the tour when younger 
committee members failed to volunteer, accord- 
ing to reports. If so, he is indeed well qualified. 
Certainly none of them would be better quali- 
fied. Senator Green circled the globe in 1949, 
did what he called some “commuting” te Europe 
in 1950 and followed this up with trips to Aus- 
tralia, India and the Near and Far East. Most 
of this traveling has involved assignments from 
the Foreign Relations Committee, as does the 
present one calling for an on-the-spot evaluation 
of the Point IV program. 

Africa’s importance in the world is mounting 
rapidly and Senator. Green appears to be just 
the man to inspect that great continent..On his 
record as a traveler it is hard to question his 
physical stamina for the trip. And as for his 
spirit it is only necessary to recall what he said 
to a reporter in 1954: “The world is in a process 
of endless growth and change and since that ‘is 
inevitable I would like to change it for the bet- 
ter.” So “bon voyage” to the Senator who some- 
where on his travels must have found Ponce de 
Leon's Fountain of Youth.

We have a good deal of sympathy for 
Herbert C. Paschen, who was forced to 
withdraw as Democratic candidate for 
Governor of Illinois. He is the victim 
of a fresh and healthy insistence on 
greater care in the accounting of public 
funds of every description. This new 
public attitude is one of the beneficial 
fruits of the Hodge case. 


When Paschen became county treas- 
urer, he permitted the continuance 
of an “employe’s welfare fund” that 
had been started by one Republican 
predecessor and 
kept in effect by 
another. 

It was actually 
employed to shake 
down banks for pet- 
ty sums some of 
which were used 
for political pur- 
poses, Politics was 
a stated purpose 
of the fund under 
the Republicans, 
not under Paschen. 
The banks that 
contributed h ad 
county funds on 
deposit. 

This is bad business to be sure, but 
the laxity of Illinois laws on campaign 
contributions practically invites it. This 
is one of the very few states that does 
not require a candidate for state or 
local office to account either for the 
campaign money he receives or the 
money he spends to get elected. 


The glaring absence of a corrupt prac- 
tices act in the Illinois statute book 
gives public officials and candidates 
the feeling that in this state anything 
goes. If the Hodge case produces a 
reform legislature, the least it can give 
us is a good law on campaign contribu- 
tions. 

Secondarily, it turns out that Paschen 
did not do any better than his Republi-

can predecessors in accounting for a 
$4000 annual contingency fund. Law- 
yers in the state’s attorney's office say 
he can spend the money for anything 
he pleases, but that he is supposed to 
- afterward, what he did spend it 
or. 

It is not necessary to exaggerate 
these errors to recognize that they dis- 
qualified Paschen for the kind of cam- 
paign the Democrats have in mind 
against Gov. Stratton. 


They would have you believe that it 
was the business of every elected state 
offical in Springfield, particularly the 
Governor, to keep track of the way the 
state auditor audited his own books. 


While there is not the slightest rea- 
son to believe that Paschen personally 
ever took a dime of public money he 
wasn't entitled to, it is also evident 
that he is not the kind of bookkeeper 
who could keep the state’s accounts 
straight by looking over somebody 
else’s shoulder from a distance. He 
wasn't very sharp about the things that 
were right under his nose. 


Paschen is one of the most amiable 
gentlemen in the world, but not extra- 
ordinary in his perceptiveness or his 
standards. 

We recall asking him one time about 
why he then had a Republican legisla- 
tor, “Babe” McAvoy, on the county 
treasurer's payroll. The answer was 
that McAvoy had been inherited from 
the previous administration, plus the 
fact that McAvoy had been very help- 


ful to “our program” in the legis- 
lature. “Our program” was Mayor 
Daley’s program for more Chicago 


taxes. 

This was about equivalent to the rea- 
sons why Hodge had some Democrats 
on his payroll; they helped the Govern- 
nor’s program in the legislature. 

So that’s the way it has been going 
in Illinois politics. 

It ought to go better. 


New Command for the Pacific

Broadened responsibilities for Adm. 
Felix B. Stump have a military signifi- 
cance not to be overlooked. A proved 
military leader is given unified com- 
mand over an immense area in the 
Pacific at a time when international 
ee are virtually always “on the 
rink.” 


The recent announcement that Adm. 
Stump, already the Pacific Navy com- 
mander, will be kept in service beyond 
his normal retirement age, is given 
increased meaning by the further an- 
nouncement that the Pacific command 
will be greatly increased in scope. 

This will bring under Adm. Stump’s 
headquarters the Far Eastern command 
which, in recent years, has been di- 
rected by the Army. It will shift our 
major Far Eastern headquarters from 
Tokyo to Korea. And, in the other 
direction, it will give Adm. Stump in- 


creased responsibility over the sea ap- 
proachés to Alaska. 

The change will take place less than 
a year hence, on July 1, 1957. Mean- 
time we may expect a gradual shifting 
of command organization so that the 
transition will be smooth. 


For the net effect of this program is 
to increase the importance of the Pa- 
cific command at Makalapa, to re-em- 
phasize the strategic importance of 
these islands as the major American 
base of command and operations in the 
whole Pacific area. 

That Adm. Stump should have been 
chosen for the broadening Pacific-Far 
East command, and held in service be- 
yond normal retirement age for that 
purpose, is evidence of the high regard 
in which he is held by the Pentagon's 
top strategists and organizers and by 
the national Administration.

Between Book Ends 


The Origin of Man 


MAN IN SEARCH OF HIS ANCESTORS, by Andre 
Senet. (McGraw-Hill, 274 pgs., $5.50.) - 
Subtitled “The Romance of Paleon- 

tology,” this informative volume by the 

editor of the French magazine Science 

and the Future could well serve as a 

model for all popular writing on scien- 

tific subjects. Like those fascinating 
books about the sea in which Miss Ra- 
chel Carson proved it was possible to 
educate and at the same time write en- 
tertainingly, “Man In Search Of His 

Ancestors” furnishes the reader with 

the known scientific answers to a ques- 

tion everyone is interested in, “Where 
do we come from?” 


Factually, the author presents a gen- 
eral synthesis of the origins and evolu- 
tions of humanity, from the simplest 
viruses and protozoa to complex mam- 
malian forms, by way of Coelenterata, 
Echinoderms and lower vertebrates, en- 
livening his account along the way with 
anecdotes of the discoveries and the 
scientists who made them. Unlike most 
books with an evolutionary theme, this 
one begins with the events we know 
about today, the exposure of the -Pilt- 
down Man hoax and the discovery of 
the “living fossil,” the Coelacanth fish 
in the sea of Madagascar, then gradual- 
ly moves backward in time to the first 
Primates, the Mammalian, Reptilian and 
Amphibian conquests of the earth, and 
winds up with the first primitive forms 
and the beginning of Life itself in the 
final chapter. 


This reverse sequence seems to make 
for more interesting reading, perhaps be- 
cause it is based on the sound logic of 
preccering from the known to the un- 

nown. More than simply tracing the 

genealogical tree from fishes to men, 
the author brings in much of the 
thought of the best thinkers in the 
fields of biology, geology, chemists, zo- 
ology, anthropology, and physics, giving 
the French scientists a slight edge 

In the final chapter called “Life, The 
Daughter of Light,” the author sets 
forth the Dauvillier and Desguin the- 
ory which describes the early synthe- 
sis of organic matter from carbon diox- 
ide gas and ammonia under the influ- 
ence of circularly polarized light. In 
discussing the origins of life in terms 
of “centers of chemical activity en- 
dowed with the ability to reproduce 
themselves, or at least with the capaci- 
ty for binary fission,” apparent conflict 
with religious teachings may result. To 
indicate that this conflict need not be 
so, the author quotes Abbe de Lappar- 
ent, described as one of the greatest 
contemporary geologists, who said: “If 
I had to summarize in a few lines the 
main events in the history of the earth, 
I would copy out again the first para- 
graphs of Genesis.”

Science Had to Catch Up 
MR. SEWARD FOR THE DEFENSE. by Earl Conrad. 

(Rinehart, 306 pgs., $3.95.) 

In 1846, in Auburn, New York, Wil- 
liam Freeman, a young Negro who had 
grown up in freedom, killed four mem- 
bers of a farm household and left a 
fifth badly wounded. Freeman had 
earlier been imprisoned, apparently un- 
justly, for theft of a horse. This im- 
prisonment seems to have upset his rea- 
son: he spoke of being paid for his im- 
prisonment, of “having work to do,” of 
there being “no law for me.” Certainly 
there was no immediate personal reason. 

William Seward, ex-Governor of New 
York and later to be Lincoln's Secretary 
of State, undertook the defense, though 
he knew he would be ostracized at 
home and was risking his political ca- 
reer. His defense was insanity, and Sew- 
ard was moved to take the case not so 
much by the lawyer’s duty to assist any 
accused, but by his humanitarian con- 
viction that insanity needed both defi- 
nition and judicial recognition. It was 
the definition rather than the law which 
gave trouble. The status of insanity, al- 
ready established as a defense for mur- 
der in England, was not questioned. 
But prosecution and defense disagreed 
sharply on what constituted insanity. 

Seward lost, of course, and the les- 
son of the case would seem to be that 
law, like the other humane disciplines, 
may stimulate and direct the -search 
for knowledge but must wait in its 
progress for science to catch -up.

“Natures and races, it is 
argued, are orders established 
by God himself. They must. be 
preserved, and in order to pre- 
serve them, they must be kept 
separate. : 

“Nowhere in Scripture do we 
find that races as such must be 
kept separate by divine com- 
mand.” 


He attacked the “pure race” 


argument against integration, 


saying that anthropologists have 
stated “all human beings come 
from a single primitive stock or 
ancestral group; human blood 
is one and the same every- 
where.” 


Race mixture, he said, does 
not produce an inferior breed. 
He declared “the vulgar belief 
has been founded that the mix- 
ture of races inevitably and 
automatically results in a de- 
generation of the human stock.” 

There is too much talk about 
the “peril of mongrelization.” 
He called this the poorest point 
in the whole matter.

the attack against the decision 
is based on the claim that it vio- 
lates state's rights.

The old Von Schrenk home at 
289 St. Dents street, Florissant, 
built more than 150 years ago 
by the adjutant of the last 
Spanish governor of the Upper 
Louisiana Territory, has been

Miss Marjory Douglas, owner 
of the old house and curator 
of the Missouri Historical 
Society, said she was not inter- 
ested in developing the prop- 
erty as a historical site but 
would consider offers from 
organizations which wished to 
do so. 


Asking price for the property 
has been set at $40,000, she 
said. The house was left to 
Miss Douglas in the will of her 
aunt, the former owner, Mrs. 
Hierman von Schrenk, who lived 


tnere until her death last 
year. It has since been un- 
occupied. 


Miss Douglas, who lives at 
5283 Waterman boulevard, said 
the front of the two-story Von 
Shrenk house and four rooms 
and the cellar were part of the 
original building, constructed 
about 1790. Several rooms have 
been added since then, she said. 

One of the great attractions 
of the property in former years 
was the garden maintained by 
Mrs. Von Schrenk and her hus- 
band, a noted botanist and engi- 
neer who died in 1953, she 
added. The Von Schrenks each 
served as president of the St. 
Louis Garden Club. 

The house, built by Gen. Au- 
gustin Alvarez, the Spanish 
governor’s adjutant, originally 
was of white oak and black wal- 
nut logs. These were later 
covered with weatherboarding.

“OF THE 800,006 KINDS of insects in the world, the 
United States has some 80,000 identified varieties,” he ob- 
served, “but only 13 are important fabric pests—~six moths 
and seven beetles. The worst are the webbing clothes moth 
and the black carpet moth. If undisturbed, a lady clothes 
moth could raise a million progeny in a year and they'd 
eat 92 pounds of wool.” 

Ott, a tall, slender, 35-year-old entomologist from the 
University of Iowa, is full of odd lore about his insect 
herds, such as: 

“It costs $6.50 to reweave the average moth-damaged 
cloth. 

“Moths eat more on rainy days because they like 
a high humidity. . 

“Insects, like people, have a greater longevity if they 
don’t each too much. A moth will live only three months 
under ideal food conditions, but up to a year if food is 
scarce. 

“Crickets like wool, too. One cricket can ruin a suit 
ef clothes overnight.” 


=x * * 

CLOTHES MOTHS and carpet beetles originally were 
scavengers, feeding on the hair, feathers, fur and horns of 
dead animals. They consume keratin, a protein-like sub- 
statice, and will even eat a clipped fingernail that has fallen 
to the floor. They also like grain. 

““As a matter of fact, I raise my moths on fishmeal, 
and my beetles on dogfood,” said Ott. 

Adult moths are harmless, They do their feeding in 
the larval, or wormlike, stage. . 

“If you swat a grown moth, the »hances are that it Is 
male,” said Ott. “The females are usually too heavy with 
eggs to fly much.” 

Under microscopic examination Ott can usually tell 
easily whether the hole in a fabric was caused by an insect, 
a cigarette burn or by a simple tear. 

“A moth or beetle leaves identifying tooth or mandi- 
ble marks as he chews,” he said. “A cigarette burn leaves 
small bubbles at the end of the fibers.”

OTT SAYS MOTHBALLS never really kill moth larvae, 
and that napthalene flakes or cedar closets offer protection 
for only a few months at most. DDT is effective, he said, 
but must be renewed as it is removed during washing or 
dry cleaning. 

“Moths won't attack man-made fibers such as nylon 
or dacron,” he added, “but if they get on a blended fabric 
of wool and a synthetic fiber, they'll make a larger hole 
because they have to eat over a larger area to get their 
food.” 

The smaller your wardrobe the less likely you are 
to have a moth problem. 

“If @ man or woman had only one suit and wore it 
every day,” said Ott, “hed never have to worry about 
moths.” 

But just try to tell that to your wife the next time 
she wants money for a new wool dress!

SAY A CHILD DOES NOT see well. If the teacher 


knows that, if he knows the youngster wears glasses, he 


. will place the child in the best place for good vision and 


he will watch to see that the child wears his glasses and 
does not strain his eyes. If a child is hard of hearing, 
even though the defect is ever so light, tell the teacher 
so he can make certain the child sees him and hears him. 
A child who has to strain to hear all day is going to be a 
weary, troubled, unhappy pupil whose progress is slow 
and whose mental and physical health is being handicapped. 

Now and again there is a child who must go to the 
toilet frequently. This the teacher must know about the 
day the child enters the classroom. The youngster will 
be told to slip out and in quietly whenever necessary, and 
no remarks will be made about it. Some schools ask for 
a physician’s certificate, and that ought to be provided 
ahead of time. 


BE SURE TO TELL the teacher if a child is subject 
to convulsive attacks. When the teacher is warned before- 
hand, there will be no great to-do, should the child*fall ill 
in the classroom. The teacher will have provided for the 
emergency, will know what to do for the child and so 
save him and others a deal of bother. 

If fathers and mothers will look at the teacher as a 
partner, a family friend, and confide in him accordingly, 
school will be a happier place for the children, also for 
the teachers. A teacher has the same attitude toward a 
child who is in trouble as the doctor has, and will hold 
sacred any information he has about the student. There 
need be no fear of arousing a teacher's dislike for an 
ailing child because he knows of his ailment. Quite the 
contrary. He will extend himself to help the child. How- 
ever, if he does not know about the difficulty, he is likely 
to make a bad matter worse through ignorance of the reali- 
ties of the condition.

Once his father had owned a 
prosperous farm; in 1948 the 
Government threw the family 
off of it. Kucera felt he was 
living in a shadow because of 
his ‘capitalistic’ background, 
and eventually they'd catch up 
with him.

He began to study 
all he could find about how to 
operate aircraft. But the job 
was going to be too. big for one 
man, he realized, so he teamed 
up with another plane plant 
worker, Zdnek Machilner, 19, 
who had much the same back- 
ground of cut-off education and 
an assigned job because 
stayed aloof from the youth 


group. 

They divided up the task: 
Machilner would arrange to 
swipe a plane and fuel; Kucera 
would plot the course and fly 
the plane. It all went according 
to schedule. At gunpoint they 
stuck up an airfield guard, 
opened a hangar, and rolled 
out a light sports plane.

HE gasoline pump was locked 
T wut they cut the hose and 

drained out enough fuel, 
warmed up the plane, got it 
into the air and headed across 
the border for Regensburg, 
Germany. 

It was a fantastic flight. They 
ducked clouds, were blown 
about by high winds, wound 
through valleys and got them- 
selves thoroughly lost. When 
the gas gauge showed close to 
empty and the motor began 
smoking for lack of oil, Kucera 
put down on the first decent 
field he saw, and that was that. 

The first people they saw 
were a couple of small German 
boys who couldn’t speak any 
language in common with them, 
but led them to a woman who 
called American authorities. 
Now they’re getting language 
and vocational training through 
the United States escapee pro- 
gram, and they will be resettled 
in the country of their choice. 
For both of them, that’s Amer- 
ica—where they hope to enter 
the United States Air Force. 

So it goes. There are upward 
of 200 escapes through the Iron 
Curtain every month— and each 
one is a dramatic tale of daring. 
The. stories are as different as 
the escapees from one another. 

One of the oddest is that of 
Imre Komorogczky, a 28-year-old 
Hungarian mechanic who had 
himself packed aboard a train 
from Budapest in a _ tightly 
nailed, 14-foot wooden box la- 
labed — hopefully — “Export 
Shipment.” With him he had a 
chocolate bar, a few apples, 
some bread, some water — 
enough, he figured, for six days 
in transit. 

“I miscalculated,” he _ ad- 
mitted later. “My trip — took 
longer, due to delays and con- 
fusions on the Communist-run 
railroads. My water ran out, and 
I was tormented with a terrible 
thirst. Inside the box it was 
very dark; time became all con- 
fused. I was semi-conscious a 
good deal.” 

Finally he realized the train 
had stopped moving. 

“I pushed a small knot 
through the side of the box,” 
he said, “and looked out upon a 
railroad yard. I saw a workman 
pass and I managed to call out 
to him.” The man ran for help 
and the box was opened. “I 
tried to walk and collapsed and 
became unconscious; when I re- 
gained consciousness, I was sur- 
rounded by a great many people 
who gave me the best possible 
care and treated me most kind- 


ly,” he recalls. \

BOUT as different as possi- 
Abie from this type of escape 
was the adventure of a 
Hungarian group of nine, in- 
cluding a 5-year-old child, who 
wandered on foot halfway 
across their homeland and final- 
ly bulled their@way across the 

border by sheer manpower. 
Their final test came as they 
crept out of a hiding place to- 
ward “the border barriers. One 
of them incautiously touched a 
tripwire which set off signal 

rockets to alert the guards. 
“We sounded like a herd of 
elephants,” one of the group 
remembered, “The mud from a 
recent thaw was nearly knee- 
deep and we seemed scarcely 
able to move in it. Any second 
we expected the guards to find 
us. We were only about -200 
yards from the nearest observa- 


‘tion tower—but the guards did 


not turn on their lights or fire, 
for fear of being fired upon 
themselves. They didn’t know 
how many guns we might have 
—and they were scared.” 

Earlier, the same group had 
been discovered sleeping in a 
haystack by a shotgun-armed 
hunter. They knew he was a 
Communist, for only — party 
members are trusted with 
weapons. But there was no al- 
ternative; they admitted they 
were heading for Austria. 

“Let’s pretend you never told 
me that,” the hunter said, and 
moved on in pursuit of game. 

Perhaps he even envied 
them. 

A couple who escaped through 
the Iron Curtain to the free 
world sum up the contrast be- 
tween East and West in these 
words: 

“Here we feel protected by

dummy. Mr. Champion played 
the king and the ace won. 

Mr. Dale saw that he had to 
win at least one club trick to 
make his contract, so he led the 
10 of clubs at trick two. Mr. 
Champion won with the king 
and carefully returned his orig- 
inal fourth best spade, the six. 
The lone queen of spades was 
on the board at this point and 
Mr. Abel had jack-eight. He won- 
dered whether he should un- 
block by playing the jack. 

That would be a good play if 
Mr. Champion held the nine, 
but a disastrous play if the nine 
were in Mr. Dale’s hand. He 
finally decided to play it safe 
and dropped the eight. 

This completely unjustified 
conservatism cost him the chance 
of beating the contract. If he 
had used the rule of 11 he 
would have known that there 
was no risk at all in dropping 
the jack of spades at trick three. 
The calculation would be very 
simple. 

Deduct six (the number of the 
ecard Mr. Champion led) from 11 
and yoy get five. Five represents 
the number of «spades higher 
than the six, outside of Mr. 
Champion’s hand. There were 
two higher spades in dummy 
and two in Mr. Abel's hand. 
Therefore Mr. Dale had started 
with only one spade higher than 
the six. He had already played 
a higher spade—the ace. He 
could not have the nine. 

Dropping the jack of spades 
at trick three would enable Mr. 
Champion to run the rest of the 
suit when he got in with the ace 
of clubs. As it was, the jack of 
spades blocked the suit and the 
defenders got exactly one spade 
trick. ’

Dick Brooks Meets a Whole Convention of Them on His Way to St. Louis.

HE Labor Day weekend was

Convention at Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Brooks was there as the inven- 


tor of two imaginary honorary 
members, Jill and Jan, the Jack- 
son Twins, leading characters of 
the comic strip which appears 
daily in the Post-Dispatch.

In St. Louis yesterday, Brooks 
appeared on the Russ David 
show on KSD-TV, and attended 
the Mid - America Jubilee, 
where he autographed copies of 
his comic strip. Accompanying 
him to the Jubilee were St. 
Louis twins, Mrs. Virginia Bo- 
kern and Mrs. Dolores Knapp, 
whom he met at the twins’ con- 
vention and who, in his opinion, 
resemble his fictional creations. 

The genuine affection which 
Brooks feels for his cute duet 
is one of the things which has 
given his comic strip its big 
Success in a short period of 
time.
